1 . Claims 1-27, 36 and 37 are pending in this application and have been examined. 



2. The statement as to loss of the original patent has been received as per 37 CFR 1.178. 



3. The Applicant's amendment received 12/17/02 has overcome all of the outstanding 
objections found in the previous Office Action in this application. 



4. Claims 1-27, 36 and 37 are allowed. 

5. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
It is known in the art of DVD technology to include a burst cutting area (BCA) 

comprising a barcode formed via laser trimming of a reflective layer on an inside track of an 
optical disk. However, the closest prior art in the field, Wilson U.S. Patent 4,961,007, Kato U.S. 
Patent 4,503,531, and Ikeda U.S. Patent 5,050,150, singly and in combination do not teach the 
feature of a mark formed via laser trimming of a reflective layer and formed on an information 
bearing area or information bearing track of an optical disk.
